In the Senate May f)th Mr. Campbell 
moved the second reading of the bill to 
provide for the salaries of two additional 
judges of the Supreme Court of British 
Columbia. lie said sonio meinliera from 
that Province were opposed to this mea- 
sure, but he hoped thoy woiUd see tiiat 
whatever their opinion might be the 
House was obliged to take tho decision of 
tho Legislature of British Ooltnnhia a.< 
expres.sing the view.s of the people of that 
Province. It woukl bo very unfortunate, 
especially under existing circunib-t.^nce.s, 
if Parliament should reject thia bill. It 
would intousify tho dissatisfaction exist- 
ing — and not without some cause — in 
British Columbia. An impression had 
got abroad that the (lovernnient were not 
desirous of carrying this measure and 
would lie pleased to have it defeated in 
this House. Ho gave that an umiualitied 
denial, and hoped tho House would adoiil 
the measure. 

Mr. Cornwall disapproved of the bill 
because it would impose a heavy anil un- 
necessary charge on the trea.sury of tlio 
Dominion anil would dis[)ense with tho 
service, of live County Court jmlges, whoso 
salaries amounted to §i;i,;500. Two-thirds 
of that amount w ould be necessary to pun- 
sion them. The increased annual charge 
would amount to $3,500 and tho travel 
iiig expenses would bo heavy. By tbi.s 
cliaimu tho COS* of adiiiini.stratiou of jus- 
tice would be uiereased, while it wnuKl lie 
IcHs satisfactory to the iieciiilo than (he 
present system, which was bettor suited 
to tho circimistances of the country. Lie 
moved that the bill be read this day six 
months. 

Messrs. Macdonald ami Kaull)ach .sup 
ported the ameudmeut. 

.Mr. llaviland saul that the l.ioM i umeul 
of tiie Uominion having sanctic.iued the 
legislation of the Local Logislatiire, and 
the House of Commons, who had charge 
of tho purse strings, having provided the 
funds, there was nothing left for the 
Senate liut to pass the measure.

We have received some new settlers 
fnim Ontario and tho prairie province of | Thou. 1 
.Manitoba. They state that when thoy , 
left Manitoba 3,000 immigrants had 1 
arrived, ami that 40,000 were expected 
during the season. Of these 20,000 would 
leave it and settle in Dakota, 10,000 would 
find their way back ag.iin and only 10,- ^ 
Olio would take up a permanent abode in 1 
the province. Thoy are not pleased with ' 
tho condition in wliich our lands are in. 
The railway reservation suits tliom woll 
enough, but the Dyking Act stands in 
their way. In settling on any of thu 45,- 
000 acres of land covored by the Dyking 
-Vet they do not know what they may 
have to pay for it, and bunco tho risk of 
improving them. The repeal of tho freo 
grant .system, they aay, will di.scourage 
immigration to this province. They state . 
that the land laws of Manitoba are good, 1 
but the extreme cold, scarcity of wood, ! 
and bad water are great drawbacks, and 
several are talking about oiiligrating to I 
the Pacific province. Tho Indian Reserve ; 
Commission are at Choam, and will ro- ' 
turn hero again shortly to adjust tho ro- I 
serves. The Indians expect a groat deal 1 
more land than they at present own. In ; 
some cases they should get a little more, 1 
but in tho majority of cases thoy should 
n il until lIu'V will make u.se of wh.'it thoy ' 
own now. Whenever it was announced, 
that the Coinuiissioner was coming thoy | 
began to make great improvomonts, but 
.IS soon as he leaves thoy fall back into j 
their indolent habits again and leave their 
land uncultivated.
